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REGULAR MEETING OF THE OITY COUNCIL!

Austin, Texas. December 17. 1936

The meeting was called to order at 11:00 A. M., with Mayor Tom Miller presiding.

Roll call showed the following members present! Counollmen 0* F. Alford, 0. M. Bartho-

lomew, Simon aillls, Mayor Tom Miller, and Councilman Oswald 0. Wolf, 5; absent, none .

The Mayor Introduced the following ordinance for second reading:

193*t> AND REPEALING THAT CERTAIN AMENDATORY
ORDINANCE PASSED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE
CITY OF AUSTIN SEPTEMBER 27, 19̂ , WHICH
SAID ORDINANCE IS RECORDED IN BOOK "J" AT
PAGE 625 OF THE ORDINANCE RECORDS OF THE
CITY OF AUSTIN, AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.

The ordinance'was read the aeoond time and Councilman ftlllla moved that same be

passed to Its third reading. The motion carried by the following vote: Ayes, Council-

men AlforcL, Bartholomew, amis, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, 5; nays,none.

The ordinance was read the third time and Councilman Glllls moved that same be

finally passed. The motion carried by the following vote: Ayes, Councilman Alford,

Bartholomew, Glllla, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, 5; nayes, none.

Councilman Wolf Introduced the following resolution;

WHEREAS, the general budget of the City of Austin for the year 1937 v/as present-

ed to the City Council by the City Manager on December 16, 1956, and filed with the

City Clerk for public Inspection; and

WHEREAS, the law requires that the City Council shall provide for a public hear-

ing on such budget on BOroe date to be fixed by the Council not later than fifteen days

subsequent to the time @uoh budget is filed; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN;

THAT -a public hearing on said general budget of the City of Austin for the year

1937 will be held In the City Council chamber at the City Hall in Austin, Texas, at

7130 o'clock P. Mi on January 6, 1937, at which hearing any tax payer of the City of

Austin will have the right to be present and participate In such hearing.

The City Manager waa Instructed to have a notice of the publlo hearing on the

budget published In the dally newspaper one time.

The Mayor laid before the meeting two petitions requesting parallel parking,

one In the SOO biook on West 6th Street on both sides, and the other In the 500 block

on Colorado Street on the east side of the street. The matter was referred to the

City Manager with the request that he have the Traffic Division of the Police Depart-

ment make a report, and, If found feasible, then to have an ordinance drawn covering

these requests*

WHEREAS, the curb, and sidewalk specifications of the City of Austin which have

been previously adopted by the City Council of the City of Austin require that all

ourba and sidewalks be constructed of concrete unless a special permit has been

secured from the Olty Council of the City of Austin to construct curbs, sidewalks,

and raipps of other materials; and
WHEREAS, UPS. N. I. Cart ledge, owner of part of Lots 5 and 6, Block 1, of

Sroythe Subdivision within the Olty of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which property

abuts the south aide of West ?2nd Street at King Street, and being locally known as

701 West ?2nd Street, has requested the Olty Council of the Olty of Austin to grant

permission to construct a flagstone walk'from the curb line to the property line at

the above described, location; and

WHEREAS, the Olty Council of the Olty of Austin haa Investigated and approved

the construction of said flagstone walk; therefore

BE IT. RESOLVED BX THE OITX COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN;

THAT Mrs. N. !• Cart ledge, owner of part of Lots 5 and 6, Block I, of Smythe

Subdivision within the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which property abuts

the south side of West J2nd Street at King Street, and being locally known as 701 West

J2nd Street, la hereby granted permission to construct a flagstone walk from the curb

line to the property line at the above described location and said walk Is to be con-

structed under the supervision and direction of the Olty Engineer of the Olty of

Austin and in accordance with lines and grades furnished by the Engineering Department

of the Olty of Austin, and further subject to the following conditions;

That the stone shall be laid In a smooth and workmanlike manner and shall con-
form to the sidewalk grades and curb grades as given by the Engineering Department or
the Olty of Austin In order that same will not create a hasard to pedestrians.

That the stone shall be placed upon a k* concrete base and that all work within
the Olty streets shall be done by a bonded sidewalk contractor and In accordance with
the Instructions and directions of the City Engineer of the Olty of Austin.

(2) A gas main In CANADIAN STREET from East 2nd Street northerly a distance
of W feet, the oenterllne of which gas main shall be IJs feet east of and parallel
to the west line of said Canadian Street*

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not lees than 2i feet.

(3) A gas main In EAST THXRT¥-EI0HIH AND OWE-HALF STREET from Red River Street
east 12? feet, the oenterllne of which gas main shall be 1? feet south of and parallel
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to the north line of a a Id East 38| Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet.

A gas main In MAYBSLLB AVENUE northerly Jltf. feet from a point 63 feet north
of the north line of West Mfth Street, the oenterllne of whloh gas main shall be 15
feet west of and parallel to the east line of said Maybelle Avenue*

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than S& feet.

(5) A gas main In ANGELINA STREET across Haofcberry Street Intersection, the
oenterllne of whloh gas main shall be 25 feet west of and parallel to the east line
of said Angelina Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not leas than Si feet*

C6) A ga0 main In HACKBERKf STREET from Angelina Street easterly 565 feet to '
a point east of Comal Street, the oenterllne of whloh gas main shall be Iji feet
south of and parallel to the north line of oald Haokberry Street*

Said gaa main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2fr feet* x

(7) A gaa main In 3ALXNA STREET south 120 feet from a point 350 feet south of
the south line of Rosewood Avenue, the oenterllne of which gas main shall be 6$ feet
weat of and parallel to the east line or said Sallna Street.

Said gaa main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2ft feet.

($) A gaa main In WEST ELIZABETH STREET from South lat Street easterly 151 feet,
the oenteraine of whloh gaa main shall be 6| feet north of and parallel to the south
line of aald Weat Elisabeth Street.

Said gaa main described above shall have a cover of not leas than 2ft feet.

The Texas Public Service Company la hereby put upon notice that the City of

Austin does not guarantee that the space asalgned above la clear from other underground

utilities, but Is based upon the beat reoorda we have at hand, and that the minimum

depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may not be

required at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite

Information upon the ground as to elevations or wording points from which to base the

location of their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department

not leas than three days before such Information Is required. The Texas Public

Service Company la further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the

expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the con-

struction of lines named In this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement Is out In the vicinity of a fire plug, water must

be used at Intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches*

THAT the worfc and laying of said gaa mains, Including the excavation in the

streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have

been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and

under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to

eald Company by the City of Austin.

The following resolution of the Zoning Board of Adjustment was received:

The Board of Adjustment at a meeting held on December 1£, 19?6, passed the fol-
lowing Resolution, which 1's hereby submitted for your consideration:

'Bsa-siHsia'tt .
WHEREAS, the requirement for height In a Fourth Height and Area District as pro-

vided In the second paragraph of Section 15 of the zoning Ordinance Is stipulated to
be 1^0 feet on the street line with a provision of additional height by setbacks,
allowing three additional feet in height for each foot setback from the street line,
and

WHEREAS, this Fourth Height and Area District comprises the principal business
district of Austin extending from West Avenue to East Avenue, from 1st Street to 10th
Street, excluding the two blocks on each side of Congress Avenue between £th and 10th
Streets and all areas between 10th Street, Bast Avenue, the alley between 7th and 3th
Street, and the center line of the block between San Jaolnto and Trinity streets, and
all the area between 10th Street, West Avenue, the alley between 6th and 7th Streets
and the center line of the block between Lavaoa and Guadalupe Streets, and as other-
wise shown on the Height and Area Map of the City of Austin; and

WHEREAS, the limitation in height now provided by the ordinance would not permit
the profitable addition in the height of existing buildings nor the erection of new
commercial buildings to a greater height than the present Norwood Building; and

WHEREAS, the commercial progress of the City has reached a point where a demand
has arisen for a more extensive development of existing properties and to meet the
requirements of the growing population and business activity; and Inquiries have
reached the Board of the possibilities of such additional developments under the
present terms of the Zoning Ordinance; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment has carefully considered thle matter and has
corae to the conclusion that the present he'lght limitation is too drastic and severe
and will tend to retard new progress In development of property in the heart of the
City, and further that the district covered by these restrictions should now be
extended to meet these demands, therefore

BE XT RESOLVED BY THE BOARP OF ADJUSTMENT:

That, in view of the faot that the Olty of Austin now appears to be upon the
threshold of a larger and more extensive commercial development, it Is hereby recom-
mended to the Olty Council that the following amendments to the Zoning Ordinance be
adopted, towltt

1* By changing the figures 150 In the second paragraph
entitled "HBICtfiT" of Section 15 to the figures 200.

2. By extending the Fourth Height and Area District from
5th street to llth Street, Including all the proper-
ty between the center line of the block between
Trinity and San Jaolnto Streets and the center line
of the block between Lavaoa and Ouadalupe Streets
and Including the area now shown as Third Height
and Area District between Colorado and Brazos
Streets and 3th Street and the Alley south o'f llth
Street*

WHEREAS, by resolution of date December 2i 1936, the Olty Council appropriated

out of the General Fund not otherwise appropriated $297«ty?i for the purpose of paying

paving lien and Judgment In favor of L. E. Whltham & Co. against Burt Brydson et al,

covering 89.5 feet of paving, and the same amount of curbing and gutter on property

located'at 26i Street and Waller Creefc Boulevard, said resolution recorded In

Minute Book 16, page 130, of the Minute Records of the Olty Council of the City of

Austin; and

WHEREAS, said resolution was adopted through error, and the correct appropriation

should have been In favor of L>. E. Whltham & Co., &22S.4S, and In favor of Faln-Townsend

Company, $63.97; and said resolution Is therefore rescinded; and

WHEREAS, said L. E. Whltham & Co. has executed and delivered a release of said

Judgment and said Faln-Townsend Company has executed a release as to Its paving lien

on the hereinafter described land In consideration of the payment of the respective

amounto due them as above set out; therefore,
